act pensioning the children of a soldier 
who are under 16 years of age expressly 
provides that the pensions shall begin 
from the date of filing the application 
for the pension, a claimant who was 
over 16 years old when the act was passed 
has no claim for pension at all.

"An important auxiliary to our bal- 


luuu corps is the military dynamite 
rocket, receutly perfected. These ter- 
nble weapons are in three sues. No. 1 
weighs one and a half pounds. No. 2 
weighs three pounds, No. 3 weighs five 
ponnuVHUictading the rocket and its 
machinery. Each rocket carries a stick 
of dynamite weighing one-half pound, 
three quarters of a pound and one 
pound, especially manufactured fur u» 
to explode npou the slightest concus- 
sion. The rockets can easily be shot a 
distance of half a mile. They are for- 
midable weapons and ninat produce a 
tremendous execution, whether shot 
into fort* or into cities. 


"A private teat of our various dyna- 


mite war machines is to be made iu the 
presence of members of our Libre club 
m New Jersey within a week. It is to 
be the final test and if all goes well the 
club will vote for the dynamite expedi- 
tion to start immediately. We have a 
swift-salting boat in readiness." 


To avoid conflict with the neutrality 


laws, or with President Cleveland's 
proclamation, all war supplies wili be 
shipped to South American ports and 
transshipped at leisure to Cuba.

aeveral weeks, to get itself in proper 
working oondltlon, but yesterday wu 
tbe firat time It hauled a heavy train. 
Tbe train It pulled conaUted of a con- 
aolidatloo steam locomotive, weigh 
ing 80 tooa, 24 freigbt cars loaded 
with coal aad lumber, a yard engine, 
weighing 50 tons, and an empty 
eabooM. This waa one of tbe 
reg- 


ular beavy freigbt trains of tbe Balti- 
more and Obio Company. Tbe elec- 
tric locomotive was coupled to tbe 
train at tbe electric power bouse, 
south of Camden station, and In 
minutes and 20 seconds uncoupled at 
North avenue, bavlng made tbe run 
through tbe tunnel, pulling steam 
locomotives, freigbt can, coal and 
lumber, a distance of 7,350 feet. 


This is the first application of 


electricity to heavy railroad work, 
but it will nut be tbe last. This 
engine is intended to do all tbe 
tunnel hauling at Baltimore, but tbe 
use of electricity for longer pulls may 
be expected, now tbat a fair start has 
been made.
